OF HALLEY'S COMET 


Facts and Figures to Assist Ob- 


server in Viewing Celestial Visitor 


It Will Pass Between the Sun 


and the Earth on May 18 
and May Cause a Slight Dark 
Spot on the Sun's Disc—The 
Orbit of the Comet is Seven 
Thousand Million Miles 


The Harvard Observatory has given 


out the following data In regard to the 
comet:.". 
'• 
• 


CAMBRIDGE, May IT.^On the 18th 


when the comet crosses the face of the 
sun, it Is possible that people of sharp 
vision may detect an ill-defined 
dark 


spot aa the comet hastens past Old 
Sol. The general 
expectation, how- 


over, seems to be that nothing unusual 
will occur and nobody, will notice thai 
anything unusual is. occurring. In 181!) 
and again in 1801 the 
earth passed 


through the tail of the comet and not 
even astronomers knew It had hap- 
pened until afterward. 


In the accompanying table the time 


stated when the comet is visible is 
mathematically correct, but neverthe- 
less the.data must be given some flex- 
ibility, owing to varying 
location • ot 


the reader. The figures appearing here- 
with are furnished by the Harvard ob- 
servatory and are computed for Cam- 
bridge. 
The variation in the Greater 


Boston district would be almost Im- 
material, but allowances according to 
latitude and longitude must be made 
for distant points, say Pittsfleld, Ban- 
gor, or Hartford, but In each case the 
difference would be but a minute or 
so. 


The comet, which has been appear- 


ing- in the east since last month, and 
which is still visible in that direction, 
after 
next 
Wednesday 
should 
be 


looked for.In the evening in the west- 
ern horizon. On Thursday it will tech- 
nically be visible 35 minutes, butMIt- 
tle expectation should be had that it 
will be seen at all, as the lingering 
brlllliincy\ of tlie sun after It has set 
may prevent the comet 
from being 


seen. On Friday and 
Saturday even- 


ings, however, it should be seen for a 
goodly period. 
11 should be remem- 


bered thnt the comet will not be visi- 
ble unless the sky is 
clear, 
and 
a 


cloudy -horizon may thus prevent ob- 
servations. 


People who 
have 
been 
fortunate 


enough to see the comet in the eastern 
sky have felt well rewarded for their 
efforts and have not 
begrudged 
the 


brief loss of sleep. 


The comet Is traveling about 
1650 


miles a minute each day, and its dis- 
tance from the earth is about 14,000,- 
000 mijes. 
The comet is not expected 


to appear again until 198r>. It was dis- 
covered by Edmunq Halley, an Eng- 


lish astronomer, in December, 1681, al- 
though its periodic appearance 
since 


the. time o£ Christ has been noted at 
Intervals. 
It •'• was 
Halley 
who first 


plotted a chart and truthfully predict- 
ed the return of the comet 'in 
1758, 


which occurred 12 years after Halley's 
death. 
It was next seen In 1834-36, 


when Andrew Jackson was president, 
and the present appearance is 
the 


first time it has since been seen. 


The records of observation of this as- 


tronomical body go back 2000 years. 
It was visible to the inhabitants of the 
globe at the destruction of Jerusalem, 
the Norman invasion of England and 
at the first settlement of English col- 
onists in Virginia. 
It Is known 
to 


have been observed at Intervals of 76 
to 79 years for 20 centuries. 


The mind •-cannot- conceive how far 


Halley's comet lias traveled 
in 
the 


three-quarters of a century 
since 
it 
last looked down upon the earth. Dur- 
ing all these years it has been reeling 
off distance at the rate of more than 
70,000,000 miles a month, or 
2,600,000 


miles a day, with never a stop. It left 
us so far behind in space that the lit- 
tle distance of 14,000,000 miles which 
now separate us seem a mere trifle. 


Assuming that there is the 
same 


proportion of people over SO years old 
living today as there was in 1900, and 
that every person who was 5 years 
old when the comet last appeared can 
remember it, there are 
about 300,000 


people In the United States who may 
be able to say that 
they have 
seen 


Halley's comet twice.

Several years ago the military au- 


thorities, especially those connected 
with the administration of the acad- 
atny, demonstrated to the country at 
large that the buildings at West Point 
had been .outgrown and had outlived 
their usefulness. 
Some of them had 


been in constant and active use for al- 
most seventy-five years. 
They were 


historic, of course, and pervaded with 
the sentiment that comes of long as- 
sociation with names famous in the 
nation's history, but they provided 
only cramped quarters for the work 


Tho keynote of the alterations is 


found in the words of the report to 
congress made by Colonel Charles W. 
Larned, professor of drawing at tho 
academy, who helped In the drawing 
of the plans and the making of the 
estimates. 
Colonel Larned said: 


"It is not desirable that any scheme 


should attempt to sweep the 
field 


clean and destroy architectural asso- 
ciations made honorable by genera- 
tions of great men, while it is of tho 
highest importance to preserve intact 
the structural sentiment which gives 
character and 
individuality 
to tho 


academy. 
Tt would be a very great 


pity to make such an Institution the 
subject of an architectural thesis In 


the new buildings are tho cavalry and 
artillery barracks, artillery gun shed, 
riding hall,, cadet headquarters and 
cadet store, post headquarters, cadet 
barracks, quartermaster and commis- 
sary storehouse and shops, 
officers' 


quarters, chapel, post exchange, gym- 
nasium and elevator. The last named 
is Intended to afford better transporta- 
tion of persons and baggage from the 
railroad station, from which access 
now is gained to tho academy by a 
steep and winding road. A new hotel 
for the accommodation of visitors to 
West Point was also planned. 


Some idea of the extent and cost of 


the new buildings and other improve- 
ments may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing table, which gives the approxi- 
mate amounts expended for the .vari- 
ous items of work:

memory of Colonel Sylvanus Thayer, 
to whom, as "tho father of the Mili- 
tary academy," high honor is paid by 
every West Pointer. 


Colonel Thayer was a Massachusetts 


man who was graduated from West 
Point.in 1808 and served in the second 
war with Great Britain as chief en- 
gineer of tho northern army. Prom 
tho time of tho establislunent of tho 
Military academy, in 1802, by a,qt of 
congress, It had been permitted to fall 
Into a shocking condition of neglect. 
Under the able superintendenoy of 
Colonel Thayor, however, beginning In 
1S17, the academy took on a new lease 
of life, and It has advanced steadily 
since that time to tho position It now 
occupies. Colonel Hugh L. Scott, who 
was Kitchener's host at West Point, 
is tho present superintendent of tho 
academy, but General Thomas H. Bar- 
ry has been nominated for the posl- 
tion.

HALLEITS COMET 


Facts and Figures to Assist Ob 


server in Viewing Celestial Visitor 


It Will Pass Between the Sun 


and the Earth on May 18 
and May Cause a Slight-Dark 
Spot on the Sun's Disc—The 
Orbit of the Comet is Seven 
Thousand Million Miles

In the accompanying table the time 
stated when 'the comet is visible

mathematically correct, but neverthe 
less the data must be given some flex- 
ibility, .owing to varying- location 
o 


the reader. The figures appearing here- 
with are furnished by the Harvard ob- 
servatory and are computed for Cam- 
bridge. 
The variation in the Greater 


Boston district would be almost im- 
material, bnt allowances according to 
latitude and longitude must be made 
for distant points, say PittsfieHl, Ban- 
gor, or Hartford, but In eacli case the 
difference would be but a minute 
so. 


The comet, which has beer, appear- 


ing in the east since last month, and 
which is still visible in that direction 
after 
next 
Wednesday 
should 
be 


looked for in the evening in the west- 
ern horizon. On Thursday it will tech- 
nically he visible 35 'minutes, but lit- 
tle expectation should be had that it 
will be seen at all, as the lingering 
brilliancy or the sun after it has set 
may prevent the 
comet from 
being 


seen. On Friday and 
Saturday even- 


ings, however, it should be seen for a 
goodly period. 
It should be remem- 


bered that the comet will not lie visi- 
ble unless the sky is clear, and 
a 


cloudy horizon may thus prevent ob- 
servations. 


People who 
have 
been 
fortunate 


enough to see the comet in the eastern 


. sky have felt well rewarded for their 


efforts.and have 
not begrudged the 
brief loss of sleep. 


The comet is traveling about 
1650 


miles a minute each day, and its dis- 
tance from the earth Is about 14,000.- 
000 miles. The comet is not expected 
to appear again until 1585. It was dis- 
covered by Edmund Hailey, an Eng- 


llsh astronomer, in.December, 1681, al- 
though its.periodic appearance 
since 
the time of Christ has been noted at 
intervals. It was Hailey who first 
plotted a chart and truthfully predict- 
ed the return of the comet 
in 
173S, 


which, occurred 12 years after Halley's 
death. 
It was next seen in 1S34-35, 


when Andrew Jackson was- president, 
and the present 
appearance 
is the 


first time It has since been seen. 


The records of observation of this as- 


tronomical body go back 2000 years. 
It was .visible to the inhabitants of the 
globe at the destruction of- Jerusalem, 
the Norman Invasion of England and 
at the first settlement of English col- 
onists in Virginia. 
It Is known 
to 


have been observed at intervals of 75 
to 79 years for 20 centuries. 


The mind cannot conceive how far 
Halley's comet has 
traveled 
in 
the 


three-quarters of a century 
since it 


last looked down upon the earth. Dur- 
ing all these years it lias been reeling 
off distance, at the rato of more than 
76,000,000 miles a month, or 
2,500,000 


miles a day, with never a stop. It left 
us so far behind In space that the lit- 
tle distance of 14,000,000 miles which 
now separate us seem a mere trifle. 


Assuming that there is 
the same 


proportion of people over 80 years old 
Iving today as there was in 1900, and 
.hat every person who was 
5 years 


old when the comet last appeared can 
remember it, there' are 
about 300,000 


icople in the United States who may 
je able to say that they have 
Halley's comet twice.

The men worked on the night shift 


this week at the Salem gas house and 
wont out fishing about 11.30 yesterday 
forenoon and started to return at five 
o'clock. The boat was about half way 
between Winter island and 
Naug-us 


head, Marhlchcad, and quite a distance 
from the shore. All speak French and 
it was with difficulty that their story 
could be- obtained. 
It seems that they were about to re- 


turn home, but suddenly changed their 
minds and started for a new fishing 
spot. Mr. Amant said that the men 
were loaning over the side of tho boat 
picking up fish, when one of the men 
threw 
the anchor 
overboard. 
This 


caused the boat to capsize and all were 
thrown into the water. 


All were clad in heavy clothing and 


wore rubber boots. So far as can be 
learned, Tardiff and Thibeauit sank in- 
stantly, wlijle the other men clung to 
the bottom of the boat until they were 
rescued by the crew of a coal barge in 
the harbor. 


They were rowed ashore, and Theri- 


ault. who was only semi-conscious and 
in an 
apparently sinking condition, 


was hurried to 
the 
Salem 
hospital. 


Restoratives were applied, and he was 
resting quietly last evening and will 
recover.

THE CITY BEAUTIFUL

Already the two mills stand opposite each other on Bridge streol 
along the sidewalks. 
That is bad enough, but. we ;rrc going to have moic 


of it, and there is no telling how far this abuse is lo be cnrried unless the 
city government steps in and insists thai in nil such cases cither sufficient, 
land shall be left fronting on (ho. streets for the crcc.tjou.of stores or else 
that the mill building shnll have nn ornamental front (hat will offer some 
compensation for Ihe extent of dead wall thus exhibited on some of our 
principal thoroughfares. 


The city can seizo land for.park purposes, it can prevent the erection 


of buildings that are injurious, and unless wo are greatly mistaken it could 
also prevent tho erection of mill buildings out to the stroflt'.fronr thus shut- 
ting off a large portion of tho street for ordinary business purposes. Those 
buildings injure nny street in which (boy are located, and it is a very scri- 
oua mistake that they are (o bo brought, mil fronting on Kasl Mcrviinnoi 
Street nc/ir the square and also on Bridge street. 


There, should be some commit loo. of tho city council to give its atten- 


tion to finch matters in order to protect our best streets from being for- 
ever despoiled in appearance. There hos been a movement for tho removal 
of the largo billboards, but not all Ihe. billboards in the pity would injure a 
*l«el so much as on« of theso big mill gables fronting on the sidewalk. 
W«i dimply call this matter to the attention of tho oily authorities in hopes 
tbtt it »hall not go on indefinitely. It is Ihe city beautiful iflcn reversed,

United Railroads of New Jersey In 187: 
—ferriage across the Hudson river from 
Jersey City. Ten years ago tho road 
was hauling freights to eastern cities 
over practically tho same grades that 
were to be encountered In 1875. Then 
came the plans to overcome tho ferry 
transfers and the grades. 
In a few 


months from now freight trains, which 
reach tho east over a new line, with no 
grades greater than twelvo feet to the 
mile, will be floated from Greenville 
N. J., to Bay nidge, N. Y., and when 
tho New York connecting railroad 
crossing the East river on a four track 
bridge, Is completed these trains will 
be run directly from Bay nidge to 
Port Morris, N. Y., where connections 
for New England will bo made with the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford. 


Electric Engines Used, 


This New York tunnel extension and 


its necessary adjuncts comprise tho 
costliest Improvements ever made by a 
railroad company. 
The tunnel exten- 


sion begins 'at Harrison, N. J., a few 
hundred yards east of Newark, whero 
there Is a car yard .for the big electric 
locomotives 
used to haul all trains 


through the tubes.

ter the tunnel tubes and pass under 
the. waters of tho Hudson into tho sta- 
tion In New York, thence bolow tho 
surface of Manhattan Island under tho 
East river to Long Island City. 


Tho contra! feature of tho entire im- 


provement is tho passenger station In 
New Tork, tho main entrance being en 
Seventh avenue between Thirty-first 
and Thirty-third streets. Tho station 
Is divided Into three levels, tho tracks 
being forty foot bolow street level. The 
main entrance In for foot passengers 
only. Through an Imposing arcade 226 
feet long by 45 foot wldo the paasen- 
ffcr» fro to the main walling room, tho 
largest In tho world, 277 feet long, 10.1 
fo«t wldo and 160 feot high.

The concourse, connecting by a wide 


thoroughfare with the main waiting 
room, Is a covered assembling place 
200 feet wide and extending the entire 
width of tho station and out under thf 
adjoining streets. 
Tho concourse is 


tho vestibule to tho tracks on tho third 
and lowest level. 
Stairs descend 


each of the train platforms. There are 
also direct approaches to tho concourse 
from the two side streets. 
Between 


tho main concourse an'd tho tracks is 
the exit concourse, to bo used for 
cgrtfss purposes only. This Is eighteen 
feet above the track level, with stair- 
ways and elevator conveniences. Stair- 
cases and gradual Inclines lead direct- 
ly to the side streets. 


Into tho north side of tho station, 


extending along ' Thirty-third 
street, 


will run trains from all points on Long 
Island by way of tho East river tun- 
nels. This traffic can be handled Inde- 
pendently of the general through traf- 
fic and the local traffic from the west- 
ern approach. The train platforms aro 
about thirty-six feet below street level. 


Terminal Area Twenty-eight Acres. 
To give some idea as to tho magni- 


tude of the station and Its adjoining 
area of track approaches It may bo 
stated that twenty-eight acres of land 
are Included In the scheme, tho station 
walls themselves inclosing eight acres. 


The first stone of the masonry work 


on the. building waa laid Juno 15, IMS, 
tho task being completed July 31, 1900. 
Tho exterior walls, nearly half a mile 
altogether, required 400,000 cubic feet 
of pink granite. Inside the concourse 
60,000 cubic feot of stone wero used. 
This total of 650,000 cubic feet of K 
lie required 1,140 freight cars to trans- 
port It from Mllford, Mass., where It 
was quarried. In the construction of 
tho building wero used 27,000 tons of 
steel. Fifteen million bricks were set 
n place. 
The Roman Doric style of 


architecture was employed. The sta- 
:ion covers the entire area bounded hy 
Seventh and Eighth avenues nnd Thlr- 
.y-flrst and Thirty-third streets. Tho 
building Is of the dimensions of a 
rreat exposition palace, being 784 by 
130 feet. Tho .structure is described as 
'really a monumental brldgo over tho 
tracks, with entrances on four sldcis." 


Colonnades on Each Side. 


Tho Seventh avenue facade, eompos- 


•d principally of a Roman Doric colon- 
mdo, wns conceived especially to ex- 
>resn In the largest possible fashion a 
nonuinental gateway.

To clear the prounrt for excavating 


about 500 buildings wero removed from 
the terminal area, for the sile is In tho 
midst of a fully built up olty district. 
Three billion eublc yards of excavating 
wero necessary.

How tho Tunnels Worn Built, 


Tho construction of tbo Pennsylvn- 
Ir. railroad tumu'lii under tlm North 
ml KaM rlvorn Into New York (uul 


high water and built for a heavy and 
high speed traffic of great volume, was 
on undertaking with little or no prece- 
dent. To accomplish this work was a 
most puzzlins engineering problem on 
account of the soft mud through which 
tho tunnels were driven undor the 
Hudson river. 


The tunnels or tubes themselves con- 


sist of a series of iron rings, and tho 
installation of every ring meant an ad- 
vance of two and a half feet. Eleven 
plates and a key piece at the top com- 
plete the circumference, and an entire 
ring weighs about fifteen tons. 
The 


cast Iron plates, or sections of the 
ring, have flanges at right angles to 
the surface, and it is through thcao 
that the successive rings are held to- 
gether with bolts. Tho record progress 
in one day of eight hours was live of 
theso rings, or twelve and one-half 
feet. 
Hydraulic rams, placed against 


tho flanges every few inches around 
the tube, were used to push forwani 
the huge shields with which the tun- 
nels were bored. Hach shield weighed 
104 tons. 
It had nine doors in It, anc 


through theso came tho rock or S;UK: 
or silt or whatever tho material tho 
tube penetrated. 


If tho tunnel project was to bo a suc- 


cess the courses of tho east and west 
bound shields had to be kept so true 
that they would meet exactly. To in- 
suro this tho engineers calculated tho 
liflicultles closely, and a really remark- 
ablo system of reports was In effect 
from the first day work was started. 
Kvery morninn; they knew tho progress 
made In tho tunnels the day boforo to 
the vory inch and tho amount of rock 
iiul noil excavated to tho cubic foot.

On each side of tho 
tunnel there Is a so called bench three 
feet wide, which servos as a walk, 
while within will be carried conduits 
for telegraph, telephone, signal and 
power wires. 


In the construction of tho tunnels 


nothing was left undone by tho rail- 
road company to protect tho lives and 
lealth of tho workmen. No englneer- 
ng problem connected with the entire 
New York tunnel extension received 
more attention than the many precau- 
tions to protect tho hundreds of men

H. Hooil, member o£ a large contract- 
ing firm in Boston, in continuing his

"When we are through with this Inves- 
tigation," he added, "we shall put in a. 
lot of work and study to iind where we 
can obtain milk the cheapest." 


He said, that he was obtaining milk 


now.from a greater distance than or- 
dinarily iind getting it cheaper, includ- 
ing

additional 
transportation, 


than tho price thp producers demand- 
ed. 


Clean milk, according to !\Ir. Hood, 


can be kept sweet three weeks or 
more. H$ company is now delivering 
milk sixty hours old when it reaches 
the consumer. He testified that rather 
than raise the price of milk last win- 
ter .his company lost about $40,000. and 
he did not care to raise the price now 
because, his company would lose many 
customers. He criticized the railroad 
transportation facilities, saying

Tho .comet' ig traveling about 
1660 


miles a minute each day, and its dis- 
tance from the earth Is about 14,000,- 
000 miles. The comet is not expected 
to appear again until 19S!>. It was dis- 
covered by 
Edmund Ilalloy, an Eng- 


lish astronomer, in December, 1G81, al- 
though its periodic appearance since 
the time of Christ has been noted at 
intervals. It was 
Halley who first 


plotted a chart and truthfully predict- 
ed the return o£ the comet 
in 1758, 


whlr.h occurred 12 years after Halley's 
death. 
It was next seen in 1834-35, 


.when Andrew Jackson was 
president, 


and the present 
appearance is 
the 


first time it has since been seen. 
.The records of observation of this as- 
tronomical body go back 2000 years. 
It was visible to. the inhabitants of the 
globe at the destruction of Jerusalem, 
the Norman invasion of England and 
at the first settlement of English col- 
onists in Virginia. 
It is known 
to 


have been .observed at intervals of 7B 
to 79 years for 20 centuries. '- 


The mind cannot conceive how far 


Haliey's comet has 
traveled 'In 
the 


three-quarters of a century 
since it 


last looked down upon the earth. Dur- 
ing all these years it has been reeling 
off distance at the rate of more than 
76,000,000 miles a month; or '2,600,000 
miles a day, with never a stop. It left 
us so far behind in space that (he lit- 
tle distance of 14,000,000 miles 
which 


now separate us seem a mere trifle.

proportion of people over 80 years old 
living today as there was in 1800, and 
that every person who was

old when the comet last appeared can 
remember it, there are

land shall be left fronting on the streets for the erection of, stores or else 
that the mill building slinll have an ornamental front that will oflYr some 
compensation for the extent of dead wall thus exhibited on some of our 
principal thoroughfares. 


The city win seize land for park purposes, it can prevent (bo erection 


of buildings that arc injurious, and unless we arc greatly mistaken it could 
also prevent 1.1m erection of mill buildings out. to the stvoot Irani Ihus shut- 
ting off a large portion of the street, for ordinary business purposes. These 
buildings injure any street in which they are located, nml it is n very seri- 
ous mistake, that they arc to be brought out fronting on Knst Mori-mine'.; 
hired near (he .squnro and also on Bridge street. 


Thorn should be some eommilt.ee of the city council to give its atten- 


tion to such matters in order lo protect our best ntrcots from being for- 
over dcspoilorl in appearance. There has boon a movement, for tho removnl

slre.o.l so much as ,,,,e of those big mill gr.blos fronting i,n the sidewalk

Tho fou 
tunnels leading In from Long Islonc 
under 'the East river are ready 
waiting. 
The Manhattan cross town 


tunnels ending at tho river shaft in the 
block between Thirty-third and Thirty 
fourth streets, east of First avenue, 
are finished. With steady 
progres: 


these spring days the huge weave of 
tracks below the ground surface lead- 
ing to the great passenger station Is 
being brought to completion, and at 
Sunnyslde, on Long Island, the im- 
mense railroad yards are ready to re- 
ceive the first rush of business. 


No date for tho opening of the sta- 


tion has been formally announced. It 
Is expected, however, that it will-be In 
full operation by tho close of the sum- 
mer. 
• With the opening of this vastly Im- 
proved traffic system that centers In 
the nation's metropolis the means of 
transportation between tho east and 
the west will have been revolutionized. 
This revolution was conceived during 
tho administration of the lato A. 'j.

Achieved at the expenditure of many

How tha Tunnolo Worn Built. 


Tho construction .of tho Pennsylva- 


nia railroad tunnola undur thn North | 
mil Kn.it rlvorn Into Now York and 


depth of ninety-seven feet below mean 
high water and built for a heavy and 
high speed trafllc of great volume, was 
an undertaking with little or no prece- 
dent. To accomplish this work was a 
most puzzling engineering problem on 
account of tho soft mud through which 


wero driven under the 


Hudson river. 


The tunnels or tubes themselves con- 


sist of a series of iron rings, and tho 
installation of every rlnp; meant an ad- 
vance of two and a half feot. Eleven 
plates and a key piece at tho top com- 
plete the circumference, and an entire 
ring weighs about fifteen tons. Tho 
cast Iron plates, or sections of the 
ring, have flanges at right angles to 
tho surface, and it Is through these 
that the successive rings are held to- 
gether with bolts. Tho record progress 
in one day of eight hours was five of 
these rings, or twelvo and one-half 
feet. 
Hydraulic rams, placed against 


tho flanges every few inches around 
tho tube, were used to push forward 
the huge shields with which tho tun- 
nels wero bored. Each shield weighed 
1.14 tons. It had nlno floors in it, and 
through theso came tho rock or sand 
or silt or whatever tho material tho 
tube penetrated. 


If the tunnel project was to bo a suc- 


cess tho courses of the east and west 
bound shields had to bo kept so true 
that they would moot exactly., To in- 
sure this tho engineers calculated the 
diniculties closely, and a. really romark- 
abio system of reports was in effect 
front the first day work was started. 
livery moriilnp; they knew tho progress 
made in tho tunnels tho day boforo to 
tho very Inch and tho amount of rock 
and soil excavated to tho cubic foot. 
Tho Pennsylvania railroad ofllcers and

project was ovor carried out where 
tho emphasis wnn so entirely upon the 
rosiultsi rather than upon tho money It 
cost to attain thorn.

the lludfton river mot on Hopt. 17, lilOfi. 
Knell hud traveled some 3,000 
feot 


through a treacherous river bod, yot 
tho mooting wan perfect, 
About a 


iionth later thu shields In Iho south 


tube mot In tho same way. To fill In 
tho gap where tho shields met In the 
south tubo a tunnel section that had 
been on exhibition at the St Louis 
.world's fair was used. It consisted of 
eight rings. Tho shields in the four 
East river tunnels met as perfectly as 
those in the Hudson tubes, and all 
were completed at about tho same time. 


When tho tubes wero through from 


end to end the work of putting In tho 
re-enforced concrete lining was started 
Immediately. 
This lining Is twenty- 


two Inches thick. On each side of tho 
tunnel there is n. BO called bench three 
feot wido, which servos as a walk, 
while within will bo carried conduits 
for telegraph, telophono, signal and 
power wires. 


In the construction of the tunnels 


nothing was left undone by the rail- 
road company to protect the lives and 
health of the worlnnen. No engineer- 
ing problem connected with the entlro 
New York tunnel extension received 
more attention than the many precau- 
tions to protect tho hundreds of men 
who, day and night, week days and 
Sundays and holidays, bored tho undcr- 
rlver 
tunnels. 
Down 
under 
many 


fathoms of .mud and rock the steel 
tubes which are to land passengers 
from the east and west Into tho heart 
of New York city wero pushed steadily 
forward with no more waste of time 
than It took to chango "shifts." 


Underwater work has a 
fearsome 


sound—to those who have never seen 
It going on. Talk to men who havo 
been engaged in it for years, and one 
gets another Idea. 
There aro plenty 


who can speak with authority, for tho 
world was searched for men of expe- 
rience to build the Pennsylvania tun- 
nels. On tho cross town shafts sixty 
Austrians who got their training in 
the Slmplon tunnel were employed. 
There wero engineers and 
foremen

hero who had tunneled In Egypt, 


South -Africa, England and America 
and who now are doubtless looking for 
-other subterranean regions to conquer. 


All the excitement was taken out ot- 


one novice's visit back of a tunnel 
shield by finding Tom Brown, the old- 
est foreman on the contractor's staff, 
seated on a pile of river bed silt grave- 
ly squeezing mud balls for the pur- 
pose of finding how much water tho 
sand carried at that'spot, ^hat noth- 
ing but the air' pressure kept the -whole 
of tho river from descending on his 
head worried him not tho least. 


But the dangers of the work? Dan- 


gers there were, or ;a certain risk ot 
Injury, but not enough to worry a man 
In good health who observed the rules 
that stared him in the face from -every 
wall,- 


To make It OB sole under tho bed ot 


tho river as It is on the land's surface 
was the aim of the Pennsylvania tun- 
nel builders. . Tho old Hudson river • 
tunnel which crosses tho Hudson at 
Morton street was abandoned at one 
time because BO many lives were lost. 
Tho main difficulty was to keep the 
river from coming Into tho tubo and 
drowning tho workmen. Tho air under 
the heavy pressure required to keep 
Lho water from sweeping In sometimes 
blew out through the river bottom, 
and then the water poured In In. such 
volumo that there was little or no-time 
for escape. 


In the Pennsylvania railroad tunnels 


tho life of tho "sand hog" was almost 
as safe as that of the surface worker. 
Umorgoncy locks, air curtains and 
emergency platforms or walks near the 
roof of the tunnel were provided BO 
.hat in cose of a blowout and conse- 
quent flooding of tho tunnel tho. men 
would havo a chance to escape through 
:he air held In the top of the tunnel. 
Tho most Important of. tho rules en- 


'orced while the Pennsylvania tunnels 
wero being built was ono requiring tho 
men to go slowly through the air locks. 
The rule was to toko a minute for 
about two pounds of pressure—In oth- 
er words, in coming out of a pressure 
of thirty-four pounds a man should 
ipend not lesis than fifteen minutes In 
he lock. Finding that this rule was 
gnored, Henry Japu, managing en- 
gineer of the contractors who built the 
Cast river tubes, devised a valve 
wlilch enabled tho lock tender to regu- 
ato tho change of pressure, with mc- 
ihonlcal exactness.

Although 
much has been written 


concerning the methods of administer- 
ing medicines to horses, to this day 
many horse owners and caretakers ex- 
hibit a great amount of Ignorance or 
carelessness in giving necessary medi- 
cines to horses. They may be given by 
the mouth,, by the- lungs and air pas- 
sages, by applications to the skin and 
by hypodermics, 
injections 
and . by 


enernnhs.. 


Those medicines to be given by the 


mouth consist in the main of powders, 
sails, drenches and electuaries. Pow- 
ders should, always be finely ground 
and free from irritating poisonous or 
caustic'substances, lacking disagree- 
able taste or smell. Such can easily be 
mixed with the feed or water. If given 
with the grain moistening them will 
ensure their boing eaten, rather than 
blown about or left in the feed box or 
nmnger. 


Balis should be made about 2 inches 


long nnd' three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter, soft and 
flexible. Medicine 


Is of a disagreeable nature like physic, 
is much easier given as a ball than a 
drench. 
When balls are to be given, 


and physic is as 
important 
in 
the 


proper treating of the horse-in many 
ills as it Is in humanity, it is quite 
easily done if one goes about it in a 
cool and collected manner 
and pro- 


coeds along these lines. 


Lead 
the 
horse up to the side of 


some elevation, upon which you can 
have a ring or hook above the head, 
through which you can pass the end of 
the halter but do not make 
it fast. 


Have an assistant just hold it pulling 
the heml up easily and quietly until the 
head or line of the face is just a mite 
above a horizontal line. Take the bal 
between the thumb and finger of hand 
immerse H in oil or glycerine, open the 
horse's mouth -gently, pull tho tongue 
out and over to the left hand side al- 
lowing it to lay across the teeth and 
firmly but gently held by the 
hand, 


pass the ball up the mouth well back 
at the roots of 
the tongue, 
drop it 


there, remove the hands quickly and 
allow the tongue to be pulled back into 
the mouth. The horse will generally 
swallow a properly made ball without 
further effort on your part Tt is well 
to have a pail of water handy, and If 
be, hail be given when tho animal is 
hirsty. he will readily drink and help 
to carry the ball along to the stomach.

Facts and Figures to Assist Ob- 


server in Viewing Celestial Visitor 


It Will Pass Between the Sun 


and the Earth on May 18 
and May Cause a Slight Dark 
Spot oh the Sun's Disc—The 
Orbit of the Comet is Seven 
Thousand Million Miles 


The Harvard dbscr/vatory has given 


out the following- data in regard to the 
comet: 
" 
, 


CAMBRIDGE, May 17.—On the 18th 


when the ep^met crosses the face of the 
sun. 
it is possible that people of sharp 


vision may detect an Ill-defined, dark 
spot as the comet hastens past Old 
Snl. The general 
expectation, how- 


ever, scorns'to be that nothing unusual 
will occur and nobody will notice that 
anything 'unusual is occurring. In 1810 
and again in 1861 the 
earth passed 


through the'tail of the comet and not 
even astronomers knew it had hap 
pened until afterward. 


In the accompanying table the time 


stated "when the comet is visible is 
mathematically correct,- but neverthe- 
less the data must bo given some flex- 
ibility, owing to varying location of 
the reader..The figures appearing here- 
with are furnished by the Harvard ob- 
servatory and are computed for Cam- 
bridge. 7 The variation in the Greater 
Boston district would be almost im- 
material, but allowances according to 
latitude I and longitude must, he made 
for distant points, say Pittsfteld, Ban- 
gor, or Hartford, but in each case* tho 
difference would be but a minute or 
so. 


Tho cornet, which has been appear- 


ing in the east since last month, and 
which is still visible in that direction, 
after 
next 
"Wednesday 
should 
be 


looked for in tho evening in tho west- 
ern horizon. On Thursday It will tech- 
nically be visible 35 minutes, but lit- 
tle expectation should ^be had that it 
will be seen at all, as the '.lingering 
brilliancy of tho sun after it has set 
may prevent tho comet 
from 
being 


seen. On Friday nnd Saturday even- 
ings, however, it should bo seen for a 
goodly period. 
It should bo remem- 


bered that the comet will not bo visi- 
ble unless the sky Is clear, and 
a 


cloudy horizon may thus prevent ob- 
servations. 


People who have 
been 
fortunate 


enough to see tho comet In the eastern 
aky have felt well rewarded for their 
efforts and have 
not begrudged 
the 
brief loss of sleep. 


Tho'comet is traveling about 
1650 


miles a minute each day, nnd Its dis- 
tance from the earth is about 14,000 - 
000 miles. The comet Is not expected 
to appear again until 1385. It was dis- 
covered by Edmund Halley, an Eng- 


lish astronomer, in December, 1681, al- 
though Its periodic appearance since 
the time of Christ has been noted at 
intervals. 
It was Halley who first 
plotted a chart and truthfully predict- 
ed tho return of the comet .in 
1758, 


which occurred 12 years after Hallcy's 
death. 
.It was next seen in. 1834-35, 


when Andrew Jackson was .president, 
and tho present 
appearance 
is the 


first time it has since been seen. 
- The records of observation of this as- 
tronomical body ftp back 2000 years. 
It was visible to the inhabitants of the 
globe .at the destruction of Jerusalem, 
the Norman Invasion of England and 
at the first settlement-of English col- 
onists ia Virginia. 
It is known to 


have been; observed at intervals of 75 
to 79 years, for 20 centuries. 


The mind cannot "conceive how far 


Halley's comet has .traveled 
in 
the 


three-quarters of u. century since 
it 
last looked down upon the earth, Dur- 
ing all these years it has .'been reeling 
off distance at the rate of more than 
76,000,000 miles a'."month, or 
• 2,500,000 
miles a day, with never a stop.-It left 
us so far behind, In space that the lit- 
tle distance of 14,000,000 miles which 
now separate us seem a mere trifle. 


Assuming that there is the same 


proportion of people over 80 years old 
living today as there was in 1900, and 
that ovory person who was 
5 years 


old when the comet last appeared can 
remember, it, there are 
about 300,000 


people in the .United States who may 
be able to say that they have seen 
Halley's comet twice.

All were clad in heavy clothing and

fronting

street. Already the two mills stand opposite each other on Bridge street 
along the sidewalks. 
That is bad enough, hut we are polng to have more 


of it, and there i.s no tcllinp; how far .this abuse is to be curried unless thu 
city government steps in and insists thai in al! such eases cither snflioieni 
land shall be left fronting on the streets for tho erection of stores or else 
that the mill building' shall have an ornamental front ilml will offer some 
compensation for the extent, of dead wall thus exhibited on some of our 
principal thoroughfares. 


The city can scu(c hind for park purposes, il can prevent tho erectin<i 


of buildings that are injurious, nnd unless wo are gn-ntly mistaken il could 
also prevent the erection of mill buildings out to the street i'rout thus shut- 
ting off u large portion of the street for ordinary business purposes. These 
buildings injure any street in which they are located, and it is a very seri- 
o<3 mistake that they nro to be brought out fronting, on Kast Merrinmcl; 
t,t,reet near tho square nnd also on Bridge street. 


Thoro should be eome mimmitlee of tho city council to give its ntlcn- 


Itior. to such matters in order to protect our best streets from being for- 
ever despoiled in jipponrwico. Thoro hnR been a movement for tho removal 
of tho- largo billboards, but not nil tho billboards in tho oily would injure n 
itreet BO much an onn of these big mill gables fronting on tho sidewalk. 


RV« gitnply enll this matter to the attention of tho oity authorities in hopes, 
th»t it shall not go on indefinitely.

TER nearly a decade of stu 
pendous construction operation 
the Pennsylvania railroad Is 01 
the evo of opening for paesen 


ger traftlc its new terminal facilitic 
In and around the city of. New York 
•Finishing touches are being applied t< 


• the splendid new passenger station !n 
the heart of Manhattan Island. 
The 


two tunnels leading into the metropolis 
from the New Jersey shore under thi 
Hudson river are completed. The four 
tunnels leading In from Long Islam 
under the EaBt river are ready and 
waiting. 
The Manhattan cross town 


tunnels ending at the river shaft in the 
block between Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth streets, east of First avenue, 
are finished. With steady progress 
these spring days the huge weave ol 
tracks below the ground surface lead- 
ing: to the great passenger station Is 
being brought to completion, and at 
Sunnyside, on Long Island, the im- 
mense railroad yards are ready to re- 
ceive the first rush of business. 


No date for the opening of the sta- 


tion has boon formally announced. It 
is expected, however, that it will bo in 
full operation by the close of the sum- 
mer. 


With tho opening of this vastly im- 


proved traffic system that centers in 
the nation's metropolis the means of 
transportation between the east and 
the west will have been revolutionized. 
This revolution was conceived during 
the administration of the late A. J. 
Cassatt, president of the Pennsylvania, 
and has been carried forward by his 
successors without a hitch. 


Achieved at the expenditure of many 


millions of dollars, tbese improvements 
will enable passengers from eastern, 
western and Long- Island points to go 
directly into New York city without 
change of cars or transfer to ferryboat, 
arriving at a railroad station which is 
conceded to be the handsomest and 
most convenient in tho world. 


When those vast improvements -were 


conceived ten years ago the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad was employing the same 
method of reaching New York city that 
was employed when it first leased the 
United Railroads of New Jersey in 1871 
—ferriage across the Hudson river from 
Jersey City. Ten-years ago the road 
wna hauling freights to eastern cities 
over practically the same grades that 
were to be encountered in 1875. Then 
came the plans to overcome the ferry 
transfers and the grades. In "a few 
months from now freight trains, which 
reach the east over a new line, with no 
grades greater than twelve.feet to the 
mile, will bo floated from Greenville, 
N. J., to Buy Ridge, N. Y., and when 
the New York connecting railroad, 
crossing the Kast river on a four track 
bridge, is completed' these trains will 
bo run directly from Bay Riage to 
Port Morris, N. Y., where connections 
for New England will bo made with the 
New Yorlt, New Haven and Hartford. 


Electric Engines Used, 


. This New Ynrk tunnel extension and 
Its necessary adjuncts i-omprlso the 
costliest improvements ever made by a 
railroad company. Tho tunnel exten- 
sion begins nt Harrison, N. J., a few 
hundred yards east of Newark, whore 
there Is a car yard for the big electric 
locomotives used to haul all trains 
through the tubes. Passenger trains 
from southern 
and - western points 


change - hero from steam to electric 
power. 
Passengers destined for the 


downtown section of New York, the 
great financial and wholesale district, 
may alight at Harrison and take an 
electric train into the huge new sta- 
tion of the Hudson and Manhattan 
railroad 
at 
Church and Cortlandt 


streets by way of tho McAdoo tunnels 
under the Hudson. 


After changing engines tho through 


trains for New York will leave Harri- 
son on rails crossing over tho old 
Pennsylvania tracks on a steel and 
concrete bridge, following a double 
track lino on a high embankment 
across the marshy Hackensack mead- 
ows to Bergen hill, whom they will en- 
ter. Oio tunnel tubes and pass under 
the waters of tho Hudson Into thn sta- 
tion In Now York, thence below tho 
surface of Manhattan Island under tho 
Kast river to Long Island City. 


Tho contra! feature of tho entire im- 


provement is tho passenger station In 
Now York, the main entrance being on 
Seventh avonue between Thirty-first 
nnd Thirty-third streets. Tho station 
Is divided into three levels, tho trucks 
being forty feot bolow irtreet level. Tho 
main entrance In for foot passengers 
(inly. Through an imposing urcuiln 225 
feet long by 45 foet wlrto tho pauscn- 
Kcrs go to tho main waiting room, the 
largest In tho world, 277 font long, 103 
feet wldo anil 150 frot high. Tho arcade 
la flanked by uhopu on both sides, and 
nt Itn farther end aro a restaurant, a 
hmcli room nnrt a onfo, Hoyoml In tho 
concourno lovul, or station proper, bo- 
Ing on (ho first level bolow t)>« street 


urfaco and containing the grand walt- 
ng room, wherein are located the tick- 
et offices, baggage checking windows 
olephones and telegraph offices and 
other adjuncts, arranged so convenient- 
y that no retracing of stops is neces- 
sary. On the west, adjoining tho gen- 
eral waiting room, are two subsidiary 
vaitingr rooms, each 68 by 100 feet, one 
or men and one for women. Each o] 
heso opens into retiring rooms. 
The main baggage room, with 460 
eot frontage, is* on the sama level, 
'hia large frontage Is for the transfer 
'agons. It ie directly beneath the ar- 
*ada and tho restaurant spaces on the 
evel above. Baggage is taken in and 
rought out through a special subway, 


Motor trucks and elevators deliver 
trunks to the tracks below. On thia 
level motor cabs will bo stationed. 


The concourse, connecting by a wide 


thoroughfare with the main waiting 
room, is a covered assembling place 
200 feet wide and extending the entire 
width of the station and out under the 
adjoining streets. 
The concourse is 


the vestibule to tho tracks on tho third 
and lowest level. 
Btalrs descend to 


rach of the train platforms. There are 
also direct approaches to tho concourse 
from tho two sido streets. 
Between 


the main concourse and tho tracks Js 
the exit concourse, to bo used for 
ogress purposes only. This is eighteen 
feet above the track level, with stair- 
ways and elevator conveniences. Stair- 
oases and gradual inclines lead direct- 
ly to the side streets. 


Into the north side of the station, 


extending along Thirty-third street, 
will run trains from all points on Long 
Island by way of tho East river tun- 
nols. This traffic can be handled Inde- 
pendently of the general through traf- 
fic and the local traffic from tho west- 
ern approach. The train platforms arc 
about thlrty-ste feet below street level. 


Terminal Area Twenty-eight Acres. 
To give some idea as to tho magni- 


tude of the station and its adjoining 
area of trrick approaches it may be 
stated that twenty-eight acres of land 
are Included in tho scheme, tho station 
walls themselves inclosing eight acres. 


Tho first ntone of tlie masonry work 


on the building -was laid Juno ID, 190S, 
the task being completed July SI, 1D09. 
The exterior walls, nearly half a mllo 
altogether, required 490,000 cubic feot 
of pink granite. Inside tho concourse 
60,000 cubic foot of stone were used. 
This total of 660,000 cubic feet of gran- 
ite required 1,140 freight cars to trans- 
port it from Mllford, Mass., whero It 
was quarried. In tho construction oC 
tho building wore used 27,000 tons of 
stool. Fifteen million bricks were sot 
In place. The Roman Doric stylo of 
architecture was employed. Tho sta- 
tion covers tho entire area bounded by 
Sevonth and Eighth avonuM and Thlr- 
ty-flrnt and Thirty-third strnot.fi. The 
building Is of tho dimensions of a 
great exposition palaco, being 7S4 by 
430 feet. Tho structure Is described n» 
"really a monumental bridge over tho 
tracks, with entrances on four sides." 


Colonnados on Each Sido. 


Tho Seventh avonuo facade, compos- 


ed principally of a Human Doric colon- 
nade, was conceived especially lo ox- 
prc.is In tho largest possible fashion a 
monumental gateway. It haw been com- 
pared lo tho Brandenburg gate lu Bor- 
lln, through which passes so much of 
tho tra(Ho of tho Gorman capital, 
though tho Now York tfatoway Is imioh 
larger. Tho main liscly of tho building 
readies novcnty-.Mlx feot above ntrnut 
love). Thero nro colonnades along tho 
KlKhth avonuo and tho Thirty-Unit and 
Thirty-third Btroot facaden Blmllar to

groups above them supporting largo 
ornamental clocks. 


One of tho Impressive features of the 


Treat waiting room is tho window 
reatment. 
On each side above the 


main body of the building aro three 
jomicircular windows of a radius of 33 
'eet 4 inches and 06 feet S Inches wide 
at tho base. There is also at each end 
of tho waiting room a window o£ like 


. The high coiling of the waiting 


room is carried above thu general roof 
evel of the station by a domelike ele- 
•ation which relieves the building of 
my sui^estlon of EQliattiness. Tho in- 
prior of the waiting room was sug- 
gested by the great halls and. basilicas 
of Koine, such us the baths of Caracal- 
la, Titus and Diocletian and the basilica, 
of Cozistruulne. 


The length of tho tracks inside the 


station urea of twenty-eight acres is 
sixteen miles. 
There aro twenty-one 


standing tracks In the station, with 
eleven passenger platforms. 


To clear tho ground for excavating 


about 000 buildings were removed from 
tho terminal area, for tho site is in the 
midst of a fully built up city district 
Three billion cubic yards of excavatlnff 
woro necessary. .Streets crossing tho 
terminal nrea are carried over by 
bridging. In fact, tho whole area, ex- 
clusive of tho station itself, is simply 
a bridfrod over excavation, so that tho 
casual observer is unawuro of tho won- 
derful WCRVO of trackage underneath. 


For tho first time whon tho Penn- 


sylvania trains us.! tho tuunola and tho 
Now York conncctlnpr rallrond bridge 
thorn will bo a through service from 
points wo:st uiul Mnith to New Kngland 
by way of New York without chango 
of trnin.

noanond Foi* Improvement. 


Thn enormous fncrfwio of railroad 


traffic In and out of New York city 
within tho post twenty years prompted 
the Pennsylvania railroad to undertake 
and carry to its successful culmination 
thie great work. The reasons for the 
undertaking are thus expressed official- 
ly:First.—To provido for the future by 
enlarging the present facilities for 
freight and passenger traffic because 
of tho continuous growth in this traf- 
fic and to accompliKh it before the cost 
became almost prohibitive or the task 
Impossible because'of tho construction 
of other underground transportation 
lines. 


Second.—To run Its passenger trains 


into a central location in the city of 
New York instead of a station on the 
west)bank of tho Hudson river. 


Third.—To open to the people in tho 


thickly populated borough of Manhat- 
tan the residential sections of Long 
Island and to offer to Newark and oth- 
er populous towns in New Jersey di- 
rect and quick access to tho resorts on 
Long Island beaches. 


Fourth,—To provido an all rail con- 


nection between the south and west on 
the ono hand and New England and 
the east on the other. 


Fifth.—To 
give tho boroughs of 


Brooklyn and Queona, with their popu- 
lation of over 1,600,000, direct railroad 
connections to and from the New Eng- 
land, southern and western states and 
to supply freight facilities with similar 
connections in these boroughs, thereby 
properly servtnff the entire nnm of 
Greater New York through freight sta- 
tions suitably located to develop Its 
commercial Interests. 


Sixth.—To provido additional freight 


facilities and shorten the water trans- 
portation trip for tho New Kngland 
traffic across Now York harbor from 
about twelve mllos to threo and four- 
tenths miles. 


Seventh.—To mako Ha Long Island 


railroad Investment remunerative with- 
in a oomp.'iratlvoly short period. 


3-jlRhfh.—To obtain, a proper sham of 


the golden future by judicious expendi- 
tures In a territory having abundant 
promise, whether vlowcd 
from 
thn 


growth of tratllo In tho past or tho out- 
look for tho future. 


How the Tunnols Woro Built. 


Tho construction oC tho Pennsylva- 


nia railroad tiiniioln under tho North 
und KnHt rlvnrs Into New York and 


New Jersey, attaining a maximum 
depth of ninety-seven feet below mean 
high water and built for a heavy and 
high speed traffic of great volume, was 
-an undertaking with littlo or no prece- 
dent To accomplish this work was a 
most puzzling engineering problem on 
account of the soft mud through which 
the tunnnls were driven under the 
Hudson river. 


The tunnels or tubes themselves con- 


sist of a scries of iron rings, and the 
installation of every ring meant an ad- 
vance of two and a half feet. Eleven 
plates and a key pleco at tho top com- 
plete tho circumference, and an entire 
ring weighs about fifteen tons. The 
cast iron plates, or xsoctions of the 
ring, havo flanges at right angles to 
the surface, and It is through these 
that the successive rings aro held to- 
gether with bolts. Tho record progress 
in one day of eight hours was five of 
these rings, or twelve and one-half 
feet 
Hydraulic rams, placed against 


the flanges every few inches around 
tho tube, were used to push forward 
the huge shields with which the tun- 
nels were bored. Each shield weighed 
194 tons. It had nino doors in it, and 
through these came tho rock or sand 
or silt or whatever the material the 
tube penetrated. 


If tho tunnel project was to bo a suc- 


cess tho courses of tho east and west 
bound shields had to be kept so true 
that they would meet exactly. To in- 
suro this tho engineers calculated tho 
difficulties) closely, and a really remark- 
nblo system of reports was In effect 
from tho first day work was started. 
JCvcry mornln&rthoy know tho progress 
made In tho tunnels tho day botoro to 
tho very Inch and tho amount of rock 
and soil excavated to tho cubic foot 
Tho Pennsylvania railroad olllccrn and 
tho engineers hold this perfect system 
and the thoroughness of each day's 
work

Tho shields In tho north tubo under 


tho Hmlxon river mot on Sept 17, 1!10B. 
Much had 
traveled nomo ,1,000 feot 


through a treacherous river bod, yet 
tho moot Ins wan perfect. 
About a 


month later tho shields In Iho south 


tube met in the same way. To fill In 
the gap where tho shields mot In the 
south tube a tunnel section that hod 
been, on exhibition at the St Louis 
world's fair was used. It consisted of 
eight rings. The shields in the four 
East rtver tunnels'mot as perfectly as 
those In the Hudson tubes, and all 
were completed at about the same time. 


When tho tubes were through from 


end to end tho work of putting in; the 
ro-enforoed concrete lining was started 
immediately. This lining Is twenty- 
two Inchon thick. On each Bide of the 
tunnel there Is a en called bench three 
foet wide, which servos as a walk, 
while within will be carried conduits 
for telegraph, telephone, signal and 
power wires. 


In tho construction of the tunnels 


nothing was left undono by the rail- 
road company to protect tho lives and 
health of the workmen. No engineer- 
ing problem connected with tho entire 
Now York tunnol extension received 
more attention than tho many precau- 
tions to protect the hundreds of men 
who, 
day and night week days and 


Sundays and holidays, bored the under- 
rlver 
tunnels. 
Down under 
many 


fathoms of mud and rock the steel 
tubes which aro to land passengers 
from the east and west Into tho heart 
of New York city were pushed steadily 
forward with no moro waste of tune 
than It took to change "shifts.1* 


Underwater work 1ms a fearsome 


sound—to thOBO who have novcr seen 
it going on. Talk to men who have 
been engaged in it for years, and one 
gota another idea. There aro plenty 
who can speak with authority, for tho 
world was searched for men of expe- 
rience to build tho Pennsylvania tun- 
nels. On the cross town shafts sixty 
Austrlans who got their training In 
the Simplon tunnol were employed. 
Thero were engineers and foremen 
hero -who had tunneled in Egypt, 


South Africa, England and America 
and who now aro doubtless looking for 
other subterranean regions to conquer. 


All tho excitement was taken out of 


one novice's visit back ".of. a. tunnel 
shield by finding Tom Brown, the old- 
est foreman on the contractor's staff, 
seated on a pile of river bed Bllt grave- 
ly squeezing mud balls for the pur- 
pose of finding how much water the 
sand carried at th&t spot That noth- 
ing but tho air pressure kept the whole 
of the river from descending on his 
head worried him not the least 


But the dangers ot~ the work? Dan- 


gers there were, or a certain risk of 
Injury, but not enough to worry a man 
in good health who observed tile rales 
that stored him In the faco from every 
wall. 


To make It as safe under tho bod of 


tho river as it is on the londjs surface 
was tho aim of tho Pennsylvania tun- 
nel builders. 
The old Hudson river 


tunnel which crosses tho Hudson at 
Morton street was abandoned at ono 
time because so many lives wore lost 
Tho main difficulty was to keep the 
river from coming Into tho tube and 
drowning tho workmen. Tho air under 
tho heavy pressure required to keep 
the water from sweeping In sometimes 
blew out through tho river bottom, 
and then the water poured In. In such 
volume that there was littlo or 
tor escape. 


In tli'o Pennsylvania railroad tunnels 


the life of the "sand hog" was almost 
as safe as that of the surface worker. 
Emergency locks, air curtains and 
emergency platforms or walks near the 
roof of the tunnel were provided so 
that In caso of a blowout and conse- 
quent flooding of the tunnel the men 
would have a chance to escape through. 


ie air held la the top of the tunnel. 
The most Important of the rales en- 


forced while the Pennsylvania tunnels 
were being built was ono requiring tho 
men to go slowly through the air locks. 
The rule was to take a minute for 
about two pounds of pressuror-ln oth- 
er words, In coming out of a pressure 
of thirty-four pounds a man should 
spend not less than fifteen minntoB In 
:ho lock. Finding that this rule waa 
gnoredj Henry Japp, managing en- 
gineer of the contractors who built tho 
Sast river tubes, devised 
a. valve 


which enabled the lock tender to regu- 
ate the change of pressure .with me- 
chanical exactness. 


Before a man was permitted to work 
n the undorrivor tunnels ho was put 
hrough a severe examination for heart 
and lung troubles and general condi- 
tion. If he passed tho medical Inspec- 
lon ho was sent "down In tho air" for 
on hour or two and then re-examined. 
:t the second examination was satis- 
factorily passed he was put on a 
short shift for a week and then If he 
showed no 111 effects was given a 
steady job. 


Men of all nationalities built tho 


Pennsylvania tunnels, negroes doing a 
argo part of the job. Laziness was 
something the contractors never had to 
contend with. They say there must be 
something about tho compressed ulr 
which generates energy and enthusi- 
asm, for -the "muckers"—commonly 
•mown as "sand hogs"—vied with ono 
another to make the greatest progress.

much has been, written 


concerning the methods of administer- 
ing medicines to horses, to this day 
many horse owners nnd caretakers ex- 
hibit a great amcuni of ignorance or 
carelessness in giving necessary medi- 
cines to horses. They may be given by 
the mouth, hy tho lungs and air pas- 
sages, by applications to the skin and, 
by hypodermics, 
injections . and 
by 


encrnnhs. 


Those medicines to be given by the 


mouth-consist in the main of powders, 
balls, drenches and electuaries. Pow- 
ders should always be finely ground 
and free" tram irritating poisonous or 
caustic substances, lucking 
disagree- 


able taste or smell. Such can easily be 
mixed with' the feed or water. If given 
with the. grain moistening them will 
ensure their being eaten rather than 
blown about or left in the feed box or 
monger. 


Balls should he made about 2 inches 


long and three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter, soft and flexible. Medicine 
is of a disagreeable nature like physic, 
is much easier given as a ball than a 
drench. 
When balls are to lie given, 


and physic is as 
important 
In the

ed the delivery of goods in Maiden. , 


The court holds the question wheth- 


er the defendant received any hire or 
reword was for the jury.

charged for tho liquors is not made 
iifferent. for different distances, to say 
whether that price does not renlly In-
